What Washington 
Thinks 


HERE’s a sense of impending 

change in Washington. It colors 
thinking and action. The tendency 
is to hold everything—wait and see. 

No political camp is sure there'll 
be a new Administration in power 
next year. Political thinking is thor- 
oughly mixed up, but there’s a feeling 
everywhere that no matter how the 
elections go, things will be different in 
the capital in 1953. 

The economists, like the politicians, 
are sure of nothing, but they incline 
to the belief that business won't wal- 
low along in the doldrums indefinitely 
—that it will improve, get worse, or 
steady down. 

The Farm Bloc is worrying again 
about price supports. Low hog, egg, 
and butter prices have alarmed them. 


DARROW 


There's a strong desire to revamp and 
extend the price support system, but 
a firm conviction that nothing much 
can be done this year. 


Tit for Tat 


This is the Farm Bloc theme: 
Through tax amortization, the gov- 
ernment has subsidized industry by 
about $10 billion to build defense 
plants 

The government has asked farmers 
to produce to the limit for the defense 
effort, with no price protection except 
90 percent of parity price support— 
and less, in most cases. 

When the government asks farm- 
ers to go all-out in production it has 
a moral obligation to see that they 
aren't stuck with big production and 
low prices. 


The Public Is Angry 


The argument is just that simple. 
But it’s getting nowhere in Congress 
because it hits head-on into strong 
public resentment at high farm prices, 
price supports, and big spending. 

The measure that has the best 
chance of adoption this session of 
Congress is to keep the old—and 
higher parity formula—the basis for 
figuring price supports for cotton, 
wheat, corn, and peanuts. As the law 
now stands, these crops in 1954 will

Looking A head 


IGH costs, labor shortages, and 

uncertain markets will plague 
farmers all year. It may finally turn 
out to be a pretty good year, but it 
will worry farmers all the way. 

There's no cure in sight for the 
labor shortage—nor for high costs, 
except to increase yields per acre and 
per animal. 

Here in mid-spring it doesn’t ap- 
pear that farm prices will go to pieces. 
If a business recession is coming, it’s 
more likely to start next winter than 
this summer. But every commodity 
market is uneasy. Traders are ner- 
vous. No one can be very sure about 
prices now. 

The prophets of inflation appear to 
be wrong. Most of the steam has gone 
out of the inflation balloon. 

Government deficit spending won't 
start until July. Expenditures will ex- 
ceed tax returns then. This is supposed 
to have an inflationary effect. If so, it 
probably will do nothing more than 
steady prices. 

A puzzling question that economists 
haven't answered is why consumer 
savings have been increasing for a 
year. They can’t explain the pro- 
longed buyer resistance. There's 
heavy spending, but not in propor- 
tion to increased incomes. There al- 
ways is some saving in good times, but 
nothing to equal the past year except 
in wartime. 

This failure of people to buy as 


they're supposed to, coupled with 
heavy production and big inventories, 
chiefly explains the price declines of 
winter and early spring. It may stem 
from widespread fear, or at least un- 
certainty, about the future. If so, 
something might happen to restore 
confidence, and the picture may 
change—perhaps quite suddenly. 

Barring a 17-million-bale crop, cot- 
ton ought to sell well this fall—at 
least, within two or three cents of 
what it brought last fall. The next 
carryover is going to be about as 
small as last year’s. Exports ought to 
run close to five million bales. Even 
if domestic consumption is nine mil- 
lion bales or less, the 1953 carryover 
shouldn't be more than three or four 
million bales. Yet cotton markets, like 
most others, are bearish. 

Beef cattle prices are edging down 
in a long decline that doesn’t look 
to be so rough now that USDA has 
revised its estimates of numbers. 
Numbers will keep building up, and 
slaughter increasing for four or five 
years, but more gradually than ex- 
pected, und not much ahead of popu- 
lation growth. 

People had 64 pounds of beef and 
veal per person last year; 69 pounds 
this year. Not until 1956 will there 
be 80 pounds per person, as in 1947. 

USDA discovered there were two 
million fewer cattle in the U. S. Janu-

Led by a Baptist minister, Limestone County,

IFTEEN years ago, the farmland of Lime- 
stone County, in East Central Texas, had 
reached a low ebb in productiveness. 
Through years of neglect, the soil had 
become badly eroded and depleted. Abandoned 
farms were mute evidence of a discouraged people. 

Today, however, the picture is quite different. 

There has been an awakening of the people of 
Limestone County. They began to realize that 
they must use their land wisely and care for it if 
they are to keep it continuously productive. The 
feeling that the people were only stewards of the 
soil began to spread. 
If you look closely for the cause of this awak- 
ening, your search will lead to the study of the 
Reverend Olen E. Waldrip, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Groesbeck. Pastor Waldrip and 
his church members cannot claim full credit, but 
they have had an impressive part in bringing to 
the people a new understanding and appreciation 
of the land. 

When Mr. Waldrip came to Groesbeck, the 
people immediately sensed his genuine love for 
the soil. He soon became the leader in efforts to 
improve and conserve it. Mr. Waldrip has loved 
the soil since his boyhood days on a farm in the 
Tennessee Valley community near Belton, Texas. 
In 1948 Reverend Waldrip preached his first

sermon in observance of Soil Stewardship Sunday. 
He immediately saw through this an opportunity 
to cultivate a love for the land among his church 
members. In addition to the sermon, representa- 
tives of USDA agencies explained technical phases 
of soil conservation to the congregation. Lunch, 
brought by members of the church, was served 
on the church grounds. In the afternoon, Mr. 
Waldrip led a 25-mile tour of farms in the sur- 
rounding area in order that his congregation 
might see for themselves the things about which 
he had spoken. 


ba FEW members were skeptical at first,” Mr. 

Waldrip recalls. “They couldn't see where 
a tour of farms was a part of church work. But 
before the day was over, they understood, and 
there’s been no question since. 

“All of us on that tour saw what wind and 
water erosion and mining of the soil had done. 
Many old homesteads were vacant and rotting. 
Several rural school buildings were empty and 
lonely. We saw one church building that served 
as a roost for bats. Thousands of acres of God's 
once good earth lay abandoned and desolate. 
“The tour ended on the farm of D. S. Long, a

member of the church. With the help of super- 
visors of the Limestone-Falls Soil Conservation 
District and men of the SCS, he was re-creating 
his farmland. There we saw what cover and soil- 
improving crops, pasture improvement, terracing, 
fertilization, and many other measures really can 
do. Where gullies and needle grass had shown 
abuse of the land, dark-green corn stood, Where 
mesquite trees once crowded out useful vegeta- 
tion, we saw knee-high clover and native grasses, 
Fat cows and fat hogs rested in the shade. What 
we saw on Brother Long's farm was a sermon 
more eloquent than any | could preach.” 

Back at the church that evening, Reverend Wal- 
drip and USDA men reviewed the tour. Many 
questions were asked and answered about the care 
and use of the land as a stewardship. 

“When the day was over, everyone was con- 
vinced of the part the church and its members 
can play in the care and wise use of the land 
which we hold in trusteeship for the Lord,” ex- 
plains Pastor Waldrip. “Several members later 
told me that they began conservation planning 
for their land the very next day.” 

Since that Sunday in 1948, the observance of 
Soil Stewardship Sunday with a sermon, a tour of 
farms, and a review of the tour has become an 
annual event in Reverend Waldrip’s enthusiastic 
church. 

“We'll see a big improvement on farms we visit

Gaining new artists and fans as the months and 
years passed, this musical upstart has made believers 
out of the great music industry which first looked 
with amusement, if not disdain.

Overlooking the indifference and criticisms of the 
nation’s musical elite, the officials of Nashville's 
National Life and Accident Insurance Company and 
the directors of station WSM firmly believed that 
they were producing a program which some day 
would win the plaudits of people in every walk of 
life. The position which the Opry holds today in 
the musical world certainly justifies that faith. It is 
a well-known fact that the balance of power in the 
present-day music industry has shifted from New 
York and Hollywood to Nashville, Tennessee. People 
everywhere are now turning to the music that has 
been favored by farm and small town people of the 
South throughout the years 

The name of the show itself was coined by way 
of comparison to grand opera. Judge George D. Hay, 
(“Solemn Old Judge’) was responsible for the phrase 
which now identifies America’s best-known and 
oldest continuous radio program. 

The Opry was first produced in the WSM studios 
but the tremendous demand for tickets made it 
necessary to transfer the program to the Ryman

Auditorium. This barn-like ex-tabernacle was built 
in 1891 by a converted river boat captain for the 
evangelist Sam Jones. A general admission of thirty 
cents is charged for the show. Reserved seat tickets 
are sold for sixty cents, a move made solely to 
control the crowds which pour into Nashville to see 
the performance. The buyers of general admission 
tickets each Saturday must stand in line for hours 
to get a seat. Reserved seat’ must be purchased 
eight to ten weeks in advance. It is not uncommon 
to see a line six to eight deep and several blocks 
long patiently waiting to get in to the late show 
after the 3,700-capacity auditorium has been filled 
for the first performance. Many hold young babies 
in their arms as they munch sandwiches brought 
from home or sip cold drinks purchased from the 
sidewalk venders. On some occasions, especially 
during the summer, the thousands who wait, even in 
drizzling rain, are not all able to get in for the ten- 
o'clock show. In such case, Jack Stapp and Jim 
Denney, the live-wire directors of the cast of nearly 
200 who put on the Opry, usually start a new show 
at midnight rather than disappoint the thousands who 
have come from almost every state in the union. 
Hotels and tourist courts are flooded with people 
on every week-end. 


ND what is the reason for this tremendous in- 

terest? It is simply that a fine group of former 
farm, ranch, or small-town performers are going 
right to the hearts of the people. They are now 
professional artists, but these boys (and girls) from 
almost every southern state are singing sincerely 
about the experiences that are close to all of us. 
Most of their songs are written by themselves or 
by other people who were brought up in the simple 
life of the farm or small town. Danny Dill, of the 
fine duet team of Annie Lou and Danny, pretty 
well summed it up when he stated that he believed 
the secret of the Opry’s success was the fact that 
the artists all remain just themselves as they per- 
form. Backstage the highest-paid stars mingle with 
the lowest-paid musicians or sidemen and when a 
group drops down to Louise “Mom” Hackier’s res- 
taurant for coffee, you may find a $100-a-week 
musician sitting with a $150,000-a-year star.

Even the top artists of the show 
are for the most part self-taught 
musicians. A member of the family 
or a close friend taught them the 
basic chords on their instruments and 
they picked up additional aids here 
and there, wherever opportunity pre- 
sented itself. 

With all the success that has come to 
these stars they still retain an interest 
in farms, homes, and the recreations 
which they knew as farm boys. Hank 
Williams, for instance, owns a beauti- 
ful 507-acre farm near Nashville and 
has developed a real interest in Ten- 
nessee walking horses: The Duke of 
Paducah owns a handsome colonial- 
style home and a good-sized farm. 
He spends many an hour there raking 
hay or looking after his Hereford cat- 
tle. Uncle Dave Macon, the 81-year- 
old “Dixie Dewdrop” has become 
almost as famous for the fine Ten-

nessee cured hams which he puts up 
on his farm as he has for his old-time 
songs and his five-string banjo. (Uncle 
Dave passed away shortly after this 
article was written.—Editors.) 

Roy Acuff, who among other things 
owns a resort hotel and entertainment 
center near Nashville, came to the 
Opry during the late thirties and 
worked his way to the top of his pro- 
fession by sticking close to the folk 
music that has been sung in his native 
East Tennessee for mahy generations 
Roy was the Republican candidate for 
governor of Tennessee in 1948, and 
made a colorful campaign. Other old 
timers who helped to build the Opry 
and are still going strong include 
Grandpappy Wilkerson and his Fruit 
Jar Drinkers. Grandpappy, despite 
illnesses and advanced years, still can 
show the young fellows a thing or two 
on the fiddle. 


Wwe first string band was orga- 
nized by Dr. Humphrey Bate, a 
country doctor from Sumner County, 
Tennessee, who died a few years ago. 
The band, the Possum Hunters, is still 
on the Opry. The Old Hickory Singers, 
composed of Director Claude Sharp, 
Ross Dowden, Luther Heatwole, and 
Joseph McPherson, is also one of the 
older groups still active on the show. 

Minnie Pearl, that gay gossip from 
Grinder’s Switch, came to the Opry 
in 1941. Minnie, a Nashville girl, was 
educated in swank Ward-Belmont Col- 
lege but is just a plain down-to-earth 
young lady who is as funny off stage as 
she is on it. Ironically, she got her 
start performing in Shakespeare's 
“Romeo and Juliet.’ 

Likable Ernest Tubb is an authentic 
cowboy, who was born on an Ellis 
County, Texas ranch. He joined the 
Opry in 1943 and is one of the most 
consistently popular artists on the 
show. Ernest owns a thriving record 
shop in Nashville, a favorite gathering 
place for folk artists and their fans.

the Aristocrat of Cotton 


After being irrigated, Texas’ Trans-Pecos Valley 


was a “natural” for this valuable long-staple

HEN the Pharaohs ruled Egypt, cotton 
was in vogue. Beguiling Cleopatra 
wore cotton, and historians believe that 
the cotton of that time was the same 
long-staple for which I gypt is justly famous today. 

Evyptian cotton is beautiful, lustrous, and 
strong. But it is temperamental and probably is 
the most exclusive of all farm crops. There are 
relatively few places in the world where long- 
staple cotton will grow successfully. Our country 
imports about 120,000 bales of long-staple cot- 
ton annually from Egypt and Peru. 

Fexas’ Trans-Pecos Valley has started a long- 
staple-cotton program which has attracted the 
attention of cotton growers everywhere. 

Five years ago that part of Texas was a land 
of cactus and mesquite. In 1946, with not more 
than 2,500 acres of land in cultivation, irrigation 
was tried on a small scale, and suddenly the desert 
bloomed. There followed an agricultural boom 
that led to the planting of 80,000 acres of cotton 
in Reeves County alone. 

The man whose vision transformed the desert, 
und who introduced long-staple cotton to that 
part of the state is J. C. Wilson, of Pecos. When 
Mr. Wilson, an experienced cotton farmer, looked 
out over the desert land, all he could think about 
was cotton—lots of cotton under irrigation. But 
when he tried to talk cotton with old-time Western- 
ers, he failed to stir up even a lively argument. 
Sure, they agreed, the climate was all right, but 
even if they could get enough water, just look at 
the soil. The land was so depleted by drouth and 
overgrazing that it scarcely would support 25 
head of cattle to the section. That was evidence 
enough for them. But not for J. C. Wilson. 

Finally Mr. Wilson found two farmers who, 
with his financial support, were willing to drill 





wells and try cotton. Land was cleared and 
leveled by the thousands of acres during the fol- 
lowing five years. The arid plains that slope gently 
away from the Davis Mountains offer a long, hot 
growing season, with little rainfall, which is ex- 
actly to the liking of long-staple cotton, so Mr. 
Wilson began thinking of that. 

First, he planted test plots of Pima 32, the 
variety of American-Egyptian cotton developed at 
the U. S. Field Station at Sacaton, Arizona. Ex- 
haustive tests have proved that it is the strain 
of long-staple cotton best suited to this country. 
Pima cotton came along just in time to be a real 
boon to Trans-Pecos cotton farmers in the 1950 
crisis, brought about by government acreage 
allotments; 23,987 acres were planted to Pima 32. 

There never have been any restrictions on 
Pima cotton. This country needs more long-staple 
cotton than ever has been produced at home, and 
there still are too few acres suitable to its produc- 
tion. 

The 1950 crop definitely established Pima 32 
in the Trans-Pecos Valley. Anderson-Clayton’s 
Western Cotton Oil Company built the largest 
roller gin in the world at Pecos—a 16-fan gin. 

When I visited Mr. Wilson's Balmorhea’ Farm, 
33 miles southwest of Pecos, early last November, 
cotton picking was at its height. The wide-open 
bolls seemed to spill their wealth of fiber with a 
careless abandon. 

“One thing farmers have to learn is to keep

Experiments have preved that Pima 32 is the strain 
of long-staple cotton best suited to this country. 
Its staple ranges from 1% to nearly 1%, inches. 


Pima cotton picked as fast as it matures,” Mr. 
Wilson said. “We go over the fields at least three 
times, and it all is picked by hand.” Pima staple 
is 142 to 1-9/16 inches in length, and mechanical 
pickers tear the fiber. Saw gins, used for upland 
cotton, won't work with the long staple, so roller- 
type gins that pull the lint from the seed are 
essential. 

Most of the seed formerly came from Arizona, 
but Mr. Wilson, who operates seven farms and 
ranches, produced enough seed to plant approxi- 
mately 4,000 acres in 1951. 

The boll of Pima cotton is much smaller than 
that of upland varieties. As the length of the 
staple goes up, the yield per acre goes down. 
Pima cotton in the Pecos area averages ¥2 to one 
bale per acre under favorable conditions; yields 
of 2 or even 24% bales per acre are not uncom- 
mon for upland cotton. The cost of picking is 
twice as much for Pima. The fact that Pima re- 
quires at least a month longer to mature than 
short staple presents an clement of uncertainty, 
as the yield may be seriously reduced by an 
early freeze or the quality damaged by unseason- 
able rains. 

But on the other side of the picture, the need 
for a domestic long-staple cotton is so great that 
the government has established a support price 
averaging 107.10 cents per pound for Grade No. 
2, with a staple of 142 inches. This support price 
and the constant demand for long-staple cotton, 
undeniably are inducements for the farmer to 
plant Pima 32.

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EMEMBER the drouth last summer? I 
do, and | also remember being at a deal- 
ers store one day when Tom Smith 
walked in. “My pastures are dead and 
my crops are burning up . . . somebody told me 
you sold irrigation equipment,” he said desper- 
ately. “When do you want it?” the dealer asked. 
“Right now! Should have had it a month ago.” 

Tom was right, he should have thought about 
it a month or more before. An irrigation system 
is unlike most pieces of farm equipment—you 
can't buy one that will work on just any farm. 
It must be designed expecially for your layout. 
Your county agent or SCS technician can get you 
Started and perhaps can arrange for assistance 
from one of the engineering specialists with his 
agency. 

Of course, the first thing you'll want to con- 
sider is the water supply. What is an adequate 
supply? If it is to.be taken from a stream or well, 
about 10 gallons per minute will be needed. This 
figure is based on operating six days per week 
for 12 hours each day, and allows time for mov- 
ing pipe. If the system is to be operated 24 hours 
daily, then the flow requirements would be one- 
half of the above—S GPM per acre. 

When water is to be pumped from a farm pond 
or reservoir it usually is safe to estimate that each 
acre to be irrigated will require one and one-half 
acre feet of water. (An acre-foot means one acre 
in area and one foot deep. A two-acre pond with 
an average depth of six feet would have 12 acre- 
feet of water—enough to irrigate eight acres of 
land.) This allows for seepage and evaporation. 

If the pond is fed by a stream, the acreage that 
can be handled is figured by combining what the 
stored water can serve and what the stream can 
serve. Because the stream flows 24 hours, a 
figure of 5 GPM can be used for each acre. Such 
acreage should be computed from the stream 
flow rate during the driest season. 

It may be well to visit a neighbor who has in- 
stalled an irrigation system. He has found answers

The dealer's irrigation specialist can answer 
many of your questions quickly and can find 
answers to others. If you want specific informa- 
tion for your own farm, he will need to obtain 
certain preliminary facts, of course. 

Pumping requirements are determined from the 
total volume of water required (this depends on 
ucres irrigated) and the time available for pump- 
ing (this also depends on acres irrigated and how 
often you want to irrigate). Pressure requirements 
depend upon: (1) friction loss in pipes, (2) nozzle 
pressure at the sprinklers, and (3) the total lift 
from the water surface to the highest point in the 
fields to be irrigated. 


N SELECTING a line of irrigation equipment, 

you should give consideration to two factors. 
First in importance is the quality of the equip- 
ment and, secondly, the type of dealer service 
available.

Financing the irrigation system can be an 
important factor in making your decision to pur- 
chase. If you cannot make your own arrange- 
ments, the equipment dealer usually will assist you. 
Though dealers seldom do the actual financing 
themselves, they know the local agencies which 
will be interested in making such loans.

SUAL terms include a 33% percent to 40 

percent down payment, with the balance 
financed over a one- to three-year period. The 
majority of banks financing irrigation systems 
have found them to be one of the most profitable 
farm investments, from the standpoint of both the 
farmer and themselves. Weather conditions often 
prevail that permit a farmer to more than recover 
the cost of his equipment from increased yields on 
a single crop. Initial cost of equipment can be 
repaid from yield increases within five years in 
almost every case that warrants use of sprinkler 
irrigation. The life expectancy of the system is 
twenty years or longer. 

A well-planned system can be paid for where 
irrigated crops have a potential increased value 
of as little as $20 per acre each year. Based on 
ten-year amortization, this figure generally will 
cover the cost of the equipment, the interest, 
maintenance, pay for operation costs, and allow 
a smali profit.

aking a Start with Bees 


Read this and you're less apt to be stung—titerally or figuratively 


By A. H. HARRIS 


ERHAPS for some time you 

have been seriously considering 

keeping some bees on your farm 
or town lot. There are several ad- 
vantages in being an apiarist. You 
will get pleasure from working with 
bees; they are valuable for pollination 
use; they can supplement your in- 
come; and they will provide a delicious 
food for your table. Since the most 
ancient recorded times honey has been 
a favorite food. It is good for people 
of all ages, except in certain rare 
cases, which the family physician can 
tell you about. 

Having kept bees for over thirty 
years, I believe that I can give a few 
simple suggestions which may be help- 
ful in getting a beginner off on the 
right foot. 

If you do not have an orchard, set 
the colonies under or close to some 
small trees or bushes that will give 
them some shade for at least a few 
hours during the hottest part of the 
day. The hives should face south or 
east, if possible. It will help if you 
have some sort of a windbreak on 
the north or west, as a slatted fence 
or a row of small bushes or thick 
vines. 

The best way to start with bees ts 
to secure from some good beekeeper 
an established colony which has been 
recently inspecicd by the state bee 
inspector and pronounced free of dis- 
ease. 


I OWEVER, the method which most 

people use, both to start beekeep- 
ing and to increase the number of col- 
onies, is to buy package bees and 
queens from a reliable firm. 

Before buying bees, be sure that 
the seller has a yearly certificate from 
the state apiarist showing that his bees 
are free from disease. 

Colonies or packages should be on 
hand about the time apple trees are 
in bloom or when white or crimson 
clover starts blooming. Orders for 
bees should be placed a month or two 
in advance to insure your getting them 
at the proper time. Your county 
agent or Vocational Agriculture teach- 
er will help you locate a source of 
good bees or you can write your state 
department of agriculture, 


Fully 90 percent of beekeepers use 
the 10-frame standard commonly 
known as the Langstroth hive. Some 
prefer to use supers the same size as 
hive bodies; this eliminates having 
two sizes of equipment in the bee 
yard. The most serious objection is 
that supers this size full of honey are 
extremely heavy for one person to 
handle. I prefer a shallow super that 
holds 5%" frames. This size super is 
ideal for both the production of bulk 
comb and extracted honey. 

In order to get packages of bees 
built up quickly, it is advisable to feed 
them a half-and-half mixture of granu- 
lated sugar and water. Use a regular 
bee feeder which is placed at the en- 
trance of the hive. Invert a regular 
fruit jar or No. 5 glass jug into the 
feeder and punch about a dozen very 
small holes through the lid. An alter- 
native is to put on an empty super or 
hive body and invert a friction-top tin 
syrup pail of feed over the frames. 
This will not run out if tops are put 
on tight and will be used only as 
needed for comb building. Stop feed- 
ing as soon as the brood combs are 
drawn out. 


F YOU get the bees off to an early 

start they probably will store some 
surplus honey the first year. 

As soon as the first super is one- 
half to two-thirds full, place a new 
super under it. You should always 
use full sheets of wax foundation in 
all frames. 

Don't try to raise section-box honey 
until you learn to be a good beekeeper 
Few locations in the South are suit- 
able for this, anyway. 

After the bees get started storing 
at a good rate in the supers, place a 
queen excluder between the hive body 
and super. This will confine the queen 
to the brood chamber where the young 
bees are being raised. 

The beekeeper needs gloves, veil, 
hive tool, and smoker. This is the 
minimum. After one has learned the 
nature of bees, and if he has a gentle 
strain, gloves can be discarded. But 
never, no matter how much experience 
you have had, work bees without a veil 
The millionth bee might give you an 
ugly eye.

— Cotton to Cows 


Washington County, Texas, has undergone quite an agricultural change

HERE was a time in Washington 

County, Texas when the job of 

milking cows caused friction in 
good family relations. But now it is 
a family enterprise which brings an 
annual return of two million dollars 
from the sale of milk to the Houston 
and local markets. 

The change stems from a decision 
made by farmers of this South Texas 
county in 1948, when they accepted 
the dairy cow as a fixed source of 
farm income. During a series of meet- 
ings, Judge Richard Spinn, County 
Agent J. W. Stufflebeme, Jr., and Louis 
Hauseman drove home the virtues of 
this animal. At that time only ten 
Grade A dairies were operating in the 
county and many farmers’ balance 
sheets were in the red. 

Now you can count about 7,000 
high-producing cows beating their 
paths to and from 125 Grade A dairy 
barns. Most of the dairies consist of 
about 30 cows each, and are family 
enterprises operated without hired 
labor. But regardless of the size dairy, 
all dairymen are encouraged to use 
high-quality bulls and produce their 
own herd replacements. “It's a shift 
from cotton to cows,” explained Mr. 
Stufflebeme, as he pointed to a map 
in his office showing that Grade A 
dairies were well distributed through- 
out the county. 

When farmers established themselves 
in the dairy business, they were not 
left alone to work out their problems. 
The businessmen of Brenham, in co- 
operation with the Extension Service, 
worked out a plan for providing 
needed help in developing the program. 
It was agreed to employ an assistant 
county agent who would devote full 
time to it. Local businessmen and 
dairymen agreed to pay $2,000 of his 
annual salary. 

Doyle L. Moore was selected for 
this challenging task. His services have 
proved so beneficial that his contract 
under this arrangement has been re- 
newed each year since its inception in 
October, 1948. Many nights Mr. 
Moore has burned the midnight oil 
figuring out ways and means of aid- 
ing the numerous dairying beginners. 
Monthly news letters were sent to 
dairymen in the Brenham milkshed. 





News articles, used to supplement 
radio programs devoted primarily to 
dairying, appeared frequently in the 
local press. In order to enlist the in- 
terest and support of people off the 
farm, programs were presented to civic 
clubs. Here, the aims and objectives 
of dairying were explained, for it was 
the goal that every citizen in Washing- 
ton County be informed concerning 
dairying and its relation to the county's 
economy. 

One unique project, sponsored by 
the dairy committee of the local 
chamber of commerce, is the Owner- 
Sampler Testing Association. This 
does not take the place of a Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association, but 
it has been a means of interesting 
dairymen in keeping herd records. It 
works like this: The 25 dairy farmers 
cooperating in the program weigh and 
sample their own milk. The samples 
are taken to a local plant where they 
are tested. The farmers pay a testing 
fee of ten cents per cow per month 
for this service. They also pay a fee 
of fifty cents per month for laboratory 
maintenance. At the close of last year’s 
operations, it was found that butterfat 
tests and production records had been 
computed on 3,495 milk samples.

Tests in Lawrence County, Tennes- 
see, during the heavy weevil infesta- 
tion of 1950 showed the value of early 
poisoning. Dusts were used there. 
The yield of seed cotton was 1,158 
pounds per acre where poisoning 
started early (May 25), 798 pounds 
where July 10 was the date of the first 
poisoning, 556 pounds per acre on 
land first poisoned on July 25, and 
only 265 pounds from acreage not 
poisoned. 

In 1951, plants that had been treat- 
ed grew off better and set an earlier 
crop—a_ distinct advantage. When 
squaring began, the treated plants 
averaged 21 inches tall and had 14.6 
squares per plant, compared with 
plants only 14 inches tall and with 
7.8 squares for untreated cotton. 

W. W. Stanley, Tennessee Experi- 
ment Station, who reports these re- 
sults, points out that the boll weevil 
is not always a serious threat to cotton 
in that state. However, there are 


minor pests that almost always cause 
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some damage even though not as 
spectacular as that from the weevil. 

We feel that early-season control 
has been used widely enough and long 
enough to deserve careful considera- 
tion in any section where there is evi- 
dence that it will work. It should be 
emphasized, however, that local rec- 
ommendations of the experiment sta- 
tion and Extension Service should be 
followed. 


@ South Carolina’s high 1951 cotton 
vield per acre reflects, at least in part, 
the results of widespread use of effec- 
live insect-control measures. Reports 
from county agents indicate that 78 


percent of South Carolina farmers 
poisoned last year, compared with 
only 10 percent in 1947. About 84 


percent of the total cotton acreage 
was on farms that poisoned, compared 
with only 15 percent of the total acre- 


age in 1947. 


@ This year’s danger from cotton in- 
sects is not limited to the possibility 
of a large infestation of the bugs. The 
fact that all costs are high and that 
there was not so much insect damage 
last year may tempt us to try to get 
by without poisoning or with less than 
usual. This could result in a disas- 
trous loss. 

George D. Jones of the North Caro- 
lina Extension Service had this in 
mind when he said: “We in North 
Carolina must be prepared to follow 
a good insect-control program every 
season if we expect to keep our place 
in cotton production.” 

The high yields and increasing cot- 
ton production of Arizona and Cali- 
fornia have had so much publicity re- 
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May 





cently that the following is of special 
interest. The North Carolina State 
Cotton Committee says that North 
Carolina can produce cotton cheaper 
than Arizona if a yield of one bale 
per acre is made. The committee esti- 
mates the cost of producing bale-per- 
acre cotton in their state at $114, 
against a cost of $126 for Arizona. 
Those who attend the sixth annual 
mechanization conference next Octo- 
ber 22-24 will have an opportunity 
to get a good picture of California's 
cotton industry. The National Cotton 
Council has announced that the con- 
ference will be held in the San Joaquin 
Valley, starting at Bakersfield and 
moving on to Shafter and Fresno. 


@ Soybeans are proving a good com- 
panion crop for cotton in Mississippi, 
Arkansas, and parts of a number of 
other Southern states. Acreage plant- 
ed in this crop has expanded greatly 
in the last few years. 

T. M. Waller of the Mississippi 
Extension Service cites the fact that 
soybeans and cotton use the same 
machinery except at harvest time. 
Soybean varieties that can be planted 
following the planting of cotton also 
fit nicely into the farming schedule. 


@ As they become increasingly con- 
cerned over the spread of the pink 
bollworm, a number of states have 
announced regulations governing used 
mechanical pickers or used cotton- 
picking sacks coming into the state. 
Growers who expect to use either ma- 
chines or hand labor coming from 
Texas or other states may do well to 
become familiar with their own state 
regulations on this matter.

Channel cat provide a_ thrill 


catching and a delight in the eating 


ALWAYS have gotten greater 
thrills from catching channel cat 
than any other fresh water fish. 

Due both te its eating qualities and 
fighting ability, many Isaac Waltons 
consider it “king” of the fresh water 
fish. Its meat is clear, tasty, and prac- 
tically free of bones and it is the sliest, 
fightingest, most elusive, as well as the 
strongest and most particular of the 
lot. On both pole and trotline, far more 
channel cat have been hooked and lost 
than ever were caught and taken in. 
If you are not there to pull the fish 
out when it’s hooked, it will twist 
and turn and struggle until it either 
twists the line in two or works the 
hook from Its mouth. 

I learned several years ago that the 
only sensible equipment for catching 
channel cat is a swivel for the hook, 
so the line can't twist, and a dip net 

-not a dip net used for catching 
minnows, but the kind used for lifting 
a fish out of the water when hooked. 
I use a small, strong hook about two- 
thirds of an inch across, with a shank 
not more than 12 inches long. This 
stands a better chance of not breaking. 


S FOR bait, I find that the chan- 

nel cat will take silver sides, com- 
monly called shiners, more often than 
anything else. They are quite game, 
so usually prefer live bait. It is wise 
to have plenty of bait on hand, as the 
fish usually steal some before they are 
caught. 

Late April and all of May, right 
after a shower and at night, are the 
best times to fish for channel cat. 

In addition to being difficult to 
catch, channel cat are very difficult to 
clean. The skin is very tough. The 
best way to clean them is to hang them 
on a limb with a wire run through 
the jaw, and strip off the skin with a 
pair of pliers, cutting it near the 
mouth to get a start. Do not pour 
hot water over these fish to soften 
the skin, as it will lower the quality 
of the meat. After a little experience, 
you can clean them rapidly, but at 
first it is a trying ordeal. 


apr fishing with a trotline at 
night, get your line baited and 
set out before dark. It is easier to 
choose locations and rig up the line 
in daylight. Get your sleep in the 
early part of the night, and from 
2 a.m. until daylight, run the lines 
every thirty minutes or an hour. Chan- 
nel cat feed early in the morning and 
do not stay on the hook too long even 
with a swivel. 

The majority of channel cat weigh 
1¥2 to 242 pounds. They are easily 
recognized because of their forked

The author hooked these fine three- 
pound channel cat. The forked tails, 
long, slender bodies, and long whisk- 
ers are characteristic of the species- 


tail and light bluish, smooth skin with 
specks of dark brown or black. They 
are longer and more slender than 
most other catfish, and are so power- 
ful for their size that they can wrench 
themselves from the angler’s hand, 
even when he thinks he has a firm grip. 

Channel cat seldom propagate in 
stock tanks or small lakes. They seem 
to ‘require running water for this, 
which accounts partly for their scar- 
city. Another reason is that the mother 
fish will eat her eggs unless her mate, 
who is their guardian, is large enough 
to keep her away from them. 

The Fish, Game, and Oyster Com- 
mission of Texas breeds and raises 
channel cat and distributes them free 
of charge to farmers, stockmen, and 
other owners of ponds. There they 
feed on crayfish and other aquatic 
fauna until grown. Then, as soon as 
they are caught, the farmer can put in 
his order to the hatchery for more.

Latest in Castor Bean Research 


LANT scientists of USDA say that 
improved varicties, planting prac- 
tices, and machinery coming out of 
castor bean research will aid growers 
in producing this important oil crop 
on 200,000 acres—the goal for 1952. 
The proposed acreage, nearly thirty- 
fold more than 1950 plantings, is ex- 
pected to supplement imports and 
help meet military needs for castor 
oil. One of the most urgent of these 
needs is lubrication for jet planes 
The oil also is used in the manufac- 
ture of nylon, paints and other peace- 
time products. 

Two new varieties, US 75 and 
Cimarron, will be available for plant- 
ing on some 10,000 acres in Texas 
and Oklahoma this year. These varie- 
ties are better adapted to machine 
harvest than Conner, the commercial 
variety for which most seed is avail- 
able. Baker 1, a dwarf strain, will be

Breeders have material for develop- 
ing still better varieties with smooth 
bean pods that dry much more rapidly, 
shatter 
disease than present commercial varie- 
ties. Hybrid lines also are a possibility 
for the future. The discovery of male- 
sterile plants at the Nebraska Station 
means that hybrid seed can be pro- 
duced at a reasonable cost. Trials in 
the irrigated region indicate that hy- 
brids may double present yields. Hy- 
brids may be too sturdy for harvest- 
ing by combine, but it appears that 
they will be well-adapted to stripper 
machinery. 

Development of harvesting ma- 
chinery is the second big contribution 
of research to this crop. The peanut 
combine has been modified so it can be 
used to harvest the dwarf varieties 
grown under irrigation. A_ harvester 
for the taller, more rugged plants 
grown on the Southern Great Plains 
has come out of two years of research 
by federal-state workers at the Okla- 
homa Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. It is a stripper-type harvester, 
using rotary beaters to strip the bean 
pods from the plant. 

Poor germination is one of the 
many problems remaining to be solved. 
Often only 70 percent of the seed of 
castor beans come up. Studies are 
under way to determine whether poor 
stands are the result of seed-borne or 
of soil-borne organisms. Various 
chemicals for seed treatment also are 
under investigation.

Premiums for El Paso 
Cotton 


OTTON mills now are purchasing 
69 percent of their cotton on the 
basis of “area of growth,” according to 
Marshall O. Thompson, cotton market- 
ing specialist at New Mexico A&M 
College. This is an increase of 35 
percent over 1944-45 _ purchases. 
Cotton bought on the basis of vari- 
ety alone now amounts to 15 percent 
of the total purchases by mills. Pur- 
chases on the basis of area of growth 
essentially are the same as purchases 
on variety, especially in a one-variety 
area such as the El Paso region. 
“The increasing importance of vari- 
ety and area of growth as marketing 
factors has resulted in higher pre- 
miums for El Paso cotton since the 
beginning of the lint certification 
program in that area in 1947,” ex- 
plained Mr. Thompson. “In 1946, in- 
stead of selling at a premium, El Paso 
cotton was selling at a $5-a-bale dis- 
count because of the substitution of 
other varieties as ‘E! Paso-grown’ 1517 
cotton. When the lint certification 
program eliminated such substitutions, 
this discount was quickly turned into 
a premium ranging from $10 to $20 
a bale in the past five years.” 
Increased premiums for cotton from 
that area since 1946 have amounted 
to $35,000,000—an astronomical re- 
turn on the $46,200 invested in lint 
certification tags.—Lelia Moss.

P, TURING 82 head of dairy cat- 


tle on 44 acres may sound a bit fan: 
tastic, but Bernard LeBlanc and his 
son Alton, of Acadia County, Louisi- 
ana, are doing just that. Theirs is a 
story of good management, hard work, 
and family cooperation. 

To get year-round grazing from this 
small acreage the LeBlancs have it di- 
vided into 12 plots for rotation. “Ro- 
tation is the secret to keeping a large 
herd with limited pasture,” Mr. Le- 
Blanc says. “We keep the cows on 
one plot for a few days and then shift 
to another. That way, we always 
have some good grazing.” Even with 
this heavy grazing, they clip the pas- 
ture twice a year. 

Dallis and bermuda furnish 
the summer grazing, with fescue, white 
Dutch clover, and used for 
winter and spring 

As, you probably have guessed, the 
LeBlancs apply large amounts, of fer- 
tilizer to their pasture. All the ma- 
nure from the cows is spread. In addi- 
tion to applying lime when needed, 
they use 1,900 pounds of basic slag, 
500 pounds of 3-12-12, and 200 
pounds of nitrate of soda annually. 
This fertilization runs into a lot of 
money, but the returns justify the ex- 
penditure 

During the first nine and a_ half 
months of 1951, the LeBlancs’ income 
from milk was $14,000 from about 
35 cows. Their feed bill ranges from 
$200 to $400 per month, depending 
on the season. “We buy corn and do 
our own grinding and mixing,” Mr 
LeBlanc explains. The ration is a mix- 
ture of 300 pounds corn, 100 pounds

project in 1936. It since has become a 
50-50 father-son partnership. 

In 1946 Alton won an outstanding 
bull in a contest sponsored by radio 
station WWL in New Orleans. After 
the bull was proven, his record was 
so good that the state artificial breed- 
ing association at LSU wanted him 
for use in the stud. The LeBlancs 
sold the bull, with the agreement that 
the association furnish them bulls to 
use while proving. This assures the 
family of always having well-bred 
bulls, without the expense of buying. 

Despite the big job of looking after 
82 head of cattle, the LeBlancs still 
find time to cut and bale all their own 
hay, and do a lot of haying on shares 
for their neighbors. 

One reason for the rapid growth 
of the LeBlanc herd is a successful 
calf-raising program. “They have 
done a wonderful job of raising herd 
replacements,” says H. A. Firmin, 
assistant county agent. They use in- 
dividual barn pens for the calves and 
use nippled pails for feeding milk. 


N R. LEBLANC is a firm believer in 

the value of the DHIA program. 
Average production for the herd last 
year was 340 pounds of fat, with 14 


first calf heifers in the herd. One 
two-year-old produced 427 pounds 
of butterfat in 280 days in 1950. 


The LeBlancs’ breeding program is 
designed to improve type as well as 
increase production. In a_ recent 
classification the herd averaged 83 per- 
cent, compared with the perfect Jer- 
sey as set up by the American Jersey 
Cattle Club. This good type is evi- 


denced in the fact that the LeBlancs 
win a large share of the prizes in all 
the shows they enter.

A good plane operator knows how to load rice 
seed in the hopper to obtain even distribution. 


OT all the rice that flies through 

the air falls on brides and 

grooms. A lot of it now is 

falling on irrigated fields as it is scat- 

tered from airplanes. Planting rice by 

airplane ts becoming the most popular 
method of planting the crop. 

Rice growers have discovered sev- 
eral advantages in this method over 
the old system of drilling the seed. 
One of the main ones, according to 
R. H. Wyche of the Rice-Pasture Ex- 
periment Station near Beaumont, 
Texas, is the ability to control barn- 
yard grasses. Planting rice seed from 
a plane also is much faster. 


The battle against grass and weeds 


in the rice field is a battle against 
time. At the very outset, sacks of 
rice seed are placed in irrigation 


ditches so the seed will sprout before 
planting. The seed are left to soak 
for 48 hours, then are removed from 
the water 24 hours before planting 
time. The pre-germinated rice seed 
have a chance to come up to a good 
stand before grass and weeds can start 
their growth.

is to cause soil particles to 
adhere to the rice seed as they 
sink to the ground. The soil 
particles have an anchoring 
effect on the seed, causing 
them to stick to the ground 
and preventing them from 
moving about when heavy winds dis- 
turb the water. 

When the rice seed are put into the 
airplane seed hopper, it is very im- 
portant that they not be loaded in 
lumps. Lumping may occur if the 
seed have long sprouts which have 
become matted. 

The operator of the plane should be 
skilled in estimating the amount of 
seed that will be required to plant an 
area before he starts on his run. He 


should be certain that he will have 
enough seed to last until he reaches 


the end of a swath. On the other hand, 
he should not have a large quantity 
of seed left in the hopper. 

To point out the planting swaths to 
the plane operator, a flagman is sta- 
tioned at each end of the field to be 
planted. If the distance is very great, 
an additional man is stationed in the 
center of the field. Each flagman 
moves over a specified distance for 
each swath. 

The swaths are not as wide as the 
spread of the seed. This results in an 
overlapping which prevents unplanted 
areas in the field. After the field has 
been planted, the operator plants a 
swath across each end to insure an 


even stand.

{ eae big, lard-producing hog which 
was in fashion several years ago 
is not very popular now. The present 
demand is for a type that will produce 
good hams, a lot of lean meat and 
bacon, and will grow to market size 
(around 250 pounds) in six months. 
In producing this type of hog, many 
breeders have secured good results 
from proper selections for type in their 
herd. Others have gone further, and 
through crossing different breeds and 
inbreeding, have established new 
breeds that reproduce in kind. 

The latest results of experiments of 
this kind are reported by the Agricul- 
tural Research Administration of the 
USDA. They report two new breeds. 
One is known as Beltsville No. | and 
the other as Maryland No. |. Both 
carry a large percentage of the blood

Both new breeds have well rounded 
hams and more lean meat than the 
formerly popular breeds. 


MARKET HOGS EARLY 





The country now has relatively 
more livestock than it has grain, ( 
this is a time to make best possible 
use of grain. Marketing hogs early, 
at medium weight, is one of the most 
effective ways to save feed. An Indiana 
test showed that between the weights of 
30 and 75 pounds, pigs consumed 250 
pounds of grain, 44 pounds of protein 
feed, and | pound of mineral—a total 
of 295 pounds—in making 100 pounds 
gain. Between the weights of 75 and 
150 pounds the hogs consumed 290 
pounds of grain, 34 pounds of protein 
feed, and | pound of mineral—a 
total of 325 pounds—per 100 pounds 
of gain. Between the weights of 150 
and 225 pounds the hogs consumed 
349 pounds of grain, 31 pounds of 
protein feed, and | pound of mineral 
—a total of 381 pounds—per 100 
pounds of gain. Between the weights 
of 225 and 300 pounds the hogs con- 
sumed 403 pounds of grain, 23 pounds 
of protein feed, and | pound of 
mineral—a total of 427 pounds—in 
making 100 pounds of gain. 

Medium hogs, weighing around 225 
pounds, always are the highest on the 
market. That obviously is a good 
weight for marketing, because the hogs 
are disposed of at a high price while 
the cost of putting on gains is down.

AR back in the days of Rome's 

greatness the city-state of Carth- 

age was a powerful enemy. The 
rivalry between these two great powers 
resulted in the three Punic Wars, 
which covered more than a hundred 
years. So intense was this rivalry 
that Rome decided that its life as a 
great world power would not be safe 
while Carthage existed. Therefore, the 
slogan, “Carthage must be destroyed” 
was adapted by the great Latin nation. 
It rang through governmental halls, 
down through the ranks of the army, 
and out through thé countryside. The 
people came to believe that this must 
and could be done. And Carthage was 
destroyed completely—literally wiped 
from the face of the earth. 

America, the greatest nation of our 
modern world, needs a slogan that 
should ring through the halls of Con- 
gress, down the corridors of every 
government building, whether in 
Washington, in a state capital or a 
county seat. It should sound over our 
radios and flare in headlines of news- 
papers and periodicals until its objec- 
tive is accomplished.” This slogan 
should be, “A balanced budget now— 
not in the dim distant future.” This 
should not be attempted by any great 
increase in taxes nor by weakening 
our armed services or by seriously 
crippling essential domestic govern- 
mental activities. It should be done 
by applying to government those busi- 
ness principles that private enterprise 
has to follow to exist. 

The end of the “cold war” that calls 
for the maintenance of a large armed 
force and huge expenditure in arma- 
ments of all kinds is not in sight. Some 
members of the military staff have said 
that this condition might last twenty 
years or longer. The chairman of Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee of the House, 
Carl Vinson, feels that we must plan 
for a long period of preparedness. So 
balancing the budget is not something 
to put off until the strain is over. It 
is something that should be tackled 
realistically by the Congress now in 
session. Balancing’the budget is a must. 


Investment per 
Farm Worker 


The public is rightly 
impressed by the in- 
vestment of $12,500 
that industry says it requires to keep 
a worker employed. But the public 
may not know that it takes a much 
larger investment to properly employ 
a farm worker. Studies made by the 
University of Illinois reveal that the 
investment per full-time agricultural 
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arm

worker on grain farms of that state 
is $45,000. 

This figure is larger than the 
average for the South, but in the 
better farming areas of all of the 
southern states the investment per 
worker would be much larger than 
that for an average industrial worker. 
For instance, my farm hardly keeps 
two men busy all of the time, but to 
do even that calls for an investment 
of more than $70,000. It is true that 
a part of the investment is in timber 
land with which the farm workers 
have very littl to do. But as the 
farm is not quite a two-man farm, 
the investment per worker is not far 
from $35,000, Moreover, we will be 
increasing the investment by the pur- 
chase of labor-saving devices. 


“Hard 
Money” 


Long before Fort Knox be- 
came the depository for all 
of our gold coin, an old 
farmer of the hills, who saved and 
rarely spent, converted all of the 
money he got into gold coin. This 
he designated as “hard money.” I 
think of another kind of hard money. 
Back in the late nineties in the spring 
we children would gather eggs in barns, 
hen houses, and under buildings and 
I would take them across the hill to 
the store a mile away and get eight 
cents per dozen for them. One spring 
at Easter they dropped to five cents 
per dozen. About the same time in 
another state a friend (made in more 
recent times) would saddle up his 
riding horse to carry the butter his 
mother had made to a special market 
in the county seat, eight miles away. 
Each week the six pounds of butter 
had to be delivered, and on delivery 
the farm boy would carry home to his 
mother 75 cents——12'2 cents per 
pound. Usual price was 10 cents at 
the time. This egg and butter money 
was hard money of another kind— 


hard to get.

“T'AINT NECESSARILY GOOD”: 





Irrigation Water Can 
Be Harmful 


f pws acute shortage of river water 
for use in irrigating crops has cre- 
ated interest in water from other 
sources. Some growers are using wa- 
ter from drainage ditches and lakes 
to save their drouth-stricken crops. 
Others are having wells dug. In some 
instances these supplemental sources 
of water are real lifesavers for the 
farmer's crops. On the other hand, 
there is danger that water of ques- 
tionable quality may injure plants 
and eventually impair the productive 
capacity of the soil. 

The U. S. Regional Salinity Labo- 
ratory, at Riverside, California, has 
set up standards for the evaluation of 
water for irrigation. These standards 
are based on salt content, sodium per- 
centage, and boron content. However, 
the character of the soil must be con- 
sidered. It is possible to use water 
of lower quality on sandy, well-drained 
soil than on heavy soil. The crop to 
be irrigated, climate, land drainage, 
and soil management also are factors. 

Citrus trees and beans are quite 
sensitive to salt and boron. But most 
vegetables are at least semi-tolerant 
of salt or boron and some are tolerant 
of both 

Occasional rains lessen the hazards 
of using saline water, especially on 
well-drained, sandy loam soil. Irriga- 
tion water containing a-high percent- 
age of salts may cause no immediate 
injury to plants growing in well- 
acrated and well-drained soils, but its 
continued use may cause the land to 
become agriculturally useless. 

Pecos River water rates as Class 3 
in salinity (300 parts per million), but 
rates Class | in sodium percentage 
(27), because it is a high-calcium wa- 
ter. Pecos River water is used for 
irrigating certain crops, but it is weil 
known that much of the Pecos Valley 
has been “salted out” through continu- 
ous use of this low-grade water 

Class 3 waters are injurious to most 
crops. 

Growers who contemplate using ir- 
rigation water of questionable quality 
should have it tested and classified. 
If the tester is unable to classify it 
according to the standards of the 
U. S. Salinity Laboratory, he at least 
can determine the total salt, chloride, 
and boron content. This information 
can be used as a rough guide in pre- 
dicting the effect of the water on crops 
and soil.—W. H. Friend.

JrDAIRY BREEDERS ASS'N

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‘che 4-H Road to Better Living 


HEN a family in Washington County, Okla- 
homa picks up a bottle of Grade A milk 
from the front porch, chances are it was put 


there through the efforts of local 4-Hers. 

Seventy-four club members in Washington County 
now own 236 registered dairy cattle, and at least 
seven members own registered herds, established 
through 4-H projects the past six years. 

“In 1945, just before the 4-H dairy program got 
underway, there were only nine Grade-A dairies 
in the county,” recalls Ernest Back, county agent. 
“Now we have 109 dairies which wear that label.” 

Like most worthwhile county-wide programs, this 
dairy story involves interested businessmen. Back 
in 1945, the First National Bank in Bartlesville and 
the First National Bank in Dewey decided to help 
the dairy situation by furnishing money to buy good 
registered dairy heifers. In 1946 these two banks 
offered to lend the money to interested youths at 4 
percent, giving them two years to pay it back. 

By the end of that year there were 36 registered 
dairy heifers in 4-H hands, but the increase still 
was not fast enough to meet the demand.

So in 1947 a buying trip to Canada was organized. 
The Extension Dairy Committee brought back 55 
fine heifers. In addition, a few calves had begun 
to arrive from the first animals in the program. 

Last November another trip to Canada was ar- 
ranged, and 32 more fine dairy heifers were brought 
back. Even so, the demand still is heavy. “We could 
place 15 or 20 more dairy cattle right now among 
our club boys and girls,” says George Hull, assistant 
county agent. 

“The original plan was that a boy or girl who 
borrowed money to buy a dairy heifer would sell 
the first heifer calf at the right age and pay off the 
debt, but it hasn't worked out that way,” according 
to Agent Back. “Invariably, they want to keep all 
of the calves, and raise the money some other way.” 

Here are a few up-and-coming juniors who have 
their own herds: 

Joe Jeter, 20, Copan, owns a registered herd of 
20 Ayrshire cattle, and has topped several state and 
out-of-state dairy shows with his entries. 

Harold Slankland, 20, Vera, has built up a herd of 
20 registered Jerseys 


Beth Carpenter's Jersey became a mama during the 
Tulsa fair. Beth sold the calf for $400 before leaving. 


Although a comparative newcomer in 4-H work, Paul 
Ness, shown with two of his champion Guernseys, 
has made a record of which anyone could be proud. 


Beth Carpenter, Route 1, Dewey, though only 
15 years old, owns 11 head of registered Jerseys. 

Robert Oaks, 21, Vera, has eight head of registered 
Jerseys, an outgrowth of his 4-H projects. 

Jack Hollingworth, Route 2, Caney, Kansas, a 
freshman at Oklahoma A&M, owns 12 registered 
Guernseys and a few grade cows which will help 
him through college. 

Edgar Thomas, 22, 
Ayrshires. 

John Thornton, 14, Route 1, 
four registered Jerseys. 

A unique feature is the Junior Dairy Breeders 
Association, operated by and for junior dairymen. 
They own as a group a registered Jersey and a 
registered Ayrshire sire. Each member pays $2.50 
annual dues in the association, plus a $5 charge an- 
nually for each cow bred to association sires. Booster 
memberships, at $1 up, are sold to businessmen. 

When the Washington County 4-H dairy group 
decides to exhibit at a fair or dairy show, their own 
organization underwrites the expenses. Association 
funds also pay for clippers, signs, and property 
boxes. All prize money won at shows and fairs goes 
into the association fund. 

At the last Tulsa State Fair, Washington County 
4-H topped all other counties in total placings in 
dairy competition. 

State and out-of-state dairy shows offer a good 
advertising medium, but Washington County clubbers 
are quick to agree that their own county show is 
ps as far as liberal cash prizes are concerned. They 
can thank the Kiwanis Clubs of Bartlesville and 
Dewey for this. 

Cash prizes and-merchandise premiums are donated 
by businessmen of the two cities. They raise a total 
of $1,500 to $2,000 annually for the county show. 
Top prize in each class is $35. Even the bottom 
animal receives a cash prize of $5. Added to this 
Kiwanis cash is the Washington County Free Fair 
money, with $10 for first, $8 for second, plus $7.50 
for breed champions, and on down the line. This has 
been a big factor in dairy show interest among the 
juniors, as witnessed by the 83 animals in the re- 
cent show. 

Dairy judging teams from Washington County 
have taken outstanding honors the past few years, 
a “by-product” of the county’s dairy program. In 
1949 a Washington County dairy team won a trip 
to Memphis. In 1950 another team was awarded 
a trip to the International Dairy Exposition in Indian- 
apolis, and a few months azo still another won a 
trip to the National Dairy Cattle Congress in Wa- 
terloo, Iowa.

Lamb Insurance 


Proves Its Worth 


-H CLUB members and Future 

Farmers in Coke County, Texas 
have a mutual insurance fund to pro- 
tect them against lamb death loss. 

The fund is in its second year. This 
year the boys are feeding more than 
200 lambs. Each boy chipped in $1 
per head when he put his lambs on 
feed. If a lamb dies, the owner gets 
back the original cost of the lamb 
plus part of his feed bill. He is given 
$1 for the first month, $1.50 for the 
second month, and $2 for each sub- 
sequent month he has fed. 

Any money left in the pot at the 
en. of the year is prorated back to 
the boys. Last year 42 cents a head 
was refunded. 

The purpose of this insurance pro- 
gram is to take the bitter sting out of 
lamb death loss for the boys. Some

To control worms, practice a good 
sanitation program and give sodium 
fluoride (90-95% ). Feed a mixture 
that contains one pound of sodium 


fluoride to 99 pounds dry ground feed 
for one day. Do not give this mixture 
to sick pigs or give in a slop.

Prevent anemia by giving the pigs 
access to clean sod. It is also helpful 
to paint the sow’s udder with copperas 
or give the pigs human anemia tablets 
once a week,

To help prevent necrotic enteritis, 
keep hogs on clean, green pastures 
with no mudholes.

To prevent rickets and paralysis, 
feed a balanced ration, including a 
mineral mixture, and let the pigs ont 
on pasture as soon as possible.

Consult a veterinarian as soon as 
any hog becomes sick.

Castrate pigs before or just after 
weaning. Be sure to make the incision 
low enough. Do not turn these pigs 
out on ground where there has been 
tetanus (lockjaw).

These 
and other important items should be 
written down for easy reference. The 
wife should plan with her husband 
the things she should do in the event 
he is retired by death first.” Mr. Wal- 
drop then concludes, “It is witally im- 
portant that both the wife and hus- 
band make a will drawn up by a 
qualified lawyer."—H. L. Gantz.

ET’S take stock of our R. F. D. 
a mail boxes. Is yours substantial 
and attractive? People are often 
judged by their mail boxes, so if that 
old box is in a ramshackle condition, 
you'd better fix it up. 

The cost of erecting an attractive, 
substantial box can be little, if any- 
thing. A little labor and ingenuity 
can work wonders with the material 
that we have about us. If the box is 
rusty but in good condition, a coat 
of aluminum paint will make it shine 
like new. However, if it is battered 
and “beat up,” the cost of a new box 
will be more than offset by the im- 
proved appearance of 
your place. 

I have drawn sketches 
of several different mail 
box supports. You can 
get material for any of 
them on the farm, with 
the exception of paint 
and cement for mortar. 

For those of us who 

like rustic supports No. 
1 is a good design. It 
is especially good for 
extending box out over 
a ditch. 

Sketch No. 2 is simply a round post 
of wood or steel. If you use wood, be 
certain that you use a_ long-lasting 
variety, such as black locust, cedar, 
post oak, or creosoted pine. Regard- 
less of the kind used, it should be 
large enough to have a sturdy ap- 
pearance. A spindling post just doesn’t 
have an attractive appearance. A coat 
of aluminum will look nice on this 
post unless you use creosoted timber, 
which cannot be painted. 

For a mail box support.that really 
is different and unique, use an old 
discarded tractor tire as in No. 3. 
First determine the exact position of 
the bolts that are to fasten the box 
to the tire. Then make holes and in- 
sert these bolts. After doing this, 
pour the tire full of a lean concrete 
mixture to give it rigidity. After this 


e 


sets, imbed the tire in Pl 
a concrete base. After 

attaching the box you 
can paint the sidewalls 
white and print your 
farm name in black let- 
ters. 

If you really like a 
massive post you could 
use the heavy lap of a 
tree as shown in sketch 
No. 4. This should not 
be smaller than ten or twelve inches 
at the base. And, of course, a long- 
lasting wood should be used. The bark 
can be removed and when dry it either 

can be painted or left 
natural. 

If you have native 
stone in the fields, you 
can build a column as 
in sketch No. 5. Most 
of us possess the know- 
how to mortar these 
stones together, even 
though we are not 
masons. 

If you live on a coun- 
try road which is graded 

. frequently, you'll need 
a stand that is movable, like No. 6. 
This is easy to make with a 13-gallon 
oil drum or a 10-gallon milk can. 

Regardless of the mounting you use, 
the postman will appreciate it if you 
put the box at the proper height. Forty- 
eight inches is the height recommended 
by the Rural Mail Carrier’s Associa- 
tion. 

The above suggestions are by no 
means the limit to the many different 
types of mail box supports that can be 
devised. There are many things lying 
about the farm that can be turned 
into an attractive box support if you 
use a little imagination. 

And last, but not least, stencil your 
name, R.F.D. number and town on the 
box. This is a great help to the mail 
carriers, to strangers trying to locate 
you, and it lets the world in general 
know who lives at your place.

If so, 
why not spice it with color and design. You will 
find this an exciting adventure which will pay 
big dividends. 

All too often folks think that the secret of ob- 
taining a colorful, attractive home is a mysterious 
knowledge held only by interior decorators or 
un expensive process which only wealthy people 
may afford. This is not true. You can show just 
us good taste in a cottage as you can in a mansion. 
Wise color selection is one thing which carries 
no price tag. 

In combining colors, no law binds you to any 
one rule. Any two colors will go well together 
if they are used in proper values and proper in- 
tensities.

PrHERE is a definite freedom in the use of 

color and design in homes today. Colors are 
brighter in intensity and lighter in value. De- 
signs are bolder.

Pastel colors for both walls and woodwork have 
replaced the once popular white or tan‘walls with 
dark woodwork. Papering or painting one or two 
walls different from the others is effective in 
changing the general appearance or shape of the 
room. Walls are darker, but we must remember 
that dark walls are light-absorbing. There is a 
trace of a trend to lighter walls. To give the room 
spaciousness and restfulness, paint radiators and 
fireplaces the color of the walls.

They were 
lonely and a little frightened by the 
mountain roads. 

We arranged for them to spend the 
night with us. The next morning they 
held our baby daughter, took pictures, 
and were loath to leave. A letter came 
later, saying, “Thanks for taking us 
in. If you suspected we were on our 
honeymoon you never let us know it.” 


rE’HAT was the beginning. We had 

enjoyed them, so anticipating other 
pleasant evenings, we put up a sign, 
“TOURIST HOME.” We procured a 
state license and had no trouble meet- 
ing the requirements of the health de- 
partment. 

Our ancestral home is similar to 
thousands throughout the country. It 
was built, when labor and materials 
were cheap, to accommodate a large 
farm family. We then were using less 
than half of it. 

I prepared my rooms as I thought 
the traveler would like them, making 
them light, clean, and airy.

RIVE by your own home, pretend 
ing you never saw the place be- 
fore.

-Are there 
any rundown buildings near-by? Make 
repairs and leave no unattractive spots 
Set a fair price and one that is ac- 
cepted as the rate in your area. If you 
serve meals your returns will be greatly 
increased. Travelers who have been 
getting sandwiches, fried foods, and 
snacks love home-cooked meals. Such 
common things as corn-on-the-cob, 
fresh applesauce, home-baked bread, 
home-cured ham, pickles, and relishes 
bring warm praise. Serve family style 
so your guests will learn about real 
country meals. 

Let everyone for miles around know 
you are keeping tourists. Many inquire 
at filling stations or other business 
places. 

We have fun anticipating who the 
day will bring. Mostly they are 
thoughtful persons who leave their 
rooms neat. We never have had an 
article disappear. They are friendly 
folks who trade their recipes, give us 
ideas on house repairs, and: send us 
pictures they took of our garden. 

Some of them come again and 
again. They stop on their yearly trips 
south or on frequent trips to their 
Virginia farms. Some return apparent 
ly just to ask advice or play a game 
of cards or show us a new baby son 

If you have the facilities, and the 
time, if you yearn for the knowledge 
of faraway places and the stimulation 
of meeting new persons, you will get 
all that and much more when you

N THE Book of Proverbs we read 

that “The eyes of a fool are in the 
ends of the earth.” How true and how 
perceptive! 

Notice, for example, how we gen- 
erally look for the cause of our troubles 
everywhere except within ourselves. If 
we are not prospering we blame every- 
body except ourselves. If the church 
is not doing well the laymen blame 
the pastor and the pastor blames the 
laymen. If the attendance at church 
has dropped, let the layman look 
squarely at himself. Let him ask, am 
I doing everything possible to bring 
people to my church? And let the 
pastor look squarely at himself. In- 
stead of blaming the situation on “this 
godless generation” or “this secular, 
pagan, pleasure-crazy age,” it would 
be far better for him to ask such 
questions as these: Am I making the 
church services here vital? Am I 
preaching helpful and inspiring ser- 
mons? Am I visiting my people? 

The proverb is true in another 
sense. The foolish man looks for hap- 
piness everywhere except where he is. 
People in the country imagine that it 
can be found in the city, and people 
in the city believe that they can find 
it by moving to the country. The 
Georgia farm boy thinks that happi- 
ness is located in Chicago and the 
citizen of Chicago imagines that it is 
something to be found on a ranch in 
New Mexico. 

All this is a delusion and a folly. 
Happiness is not somewhere else; it 
is right here where we are if we have 
eyes to see. 


§ yeas proverb applies in another 

area. The foolish man sees oppor- 
tunity in every generation except his 
own. There is no chance for a man in 
this year of our Lord 1952. The times 
are out of joint. The world has gone 
to the dogs. But what wonders he 
would have accomplished if he only 
had lived in the Middle Ages or in the 
Colonial period or in those glorious 
days of the Old South! 

This, too, is a delusion. Times have 
always been “out of joint.” Martin 
Luther described his age as “Satan’s 
own.” One of the oldest documents 
of the race, recovered from the ruins 
of ancient Babylon, begins with the 
words, “Alas, alas, times are not what 
they used to be.” The plain fact is 
that there never have been any “good 
old times.” Every age of history has 
its problems and difficulties. The 
brave man takes that for granted. But 
he realizes also that every age, includ- 
ing his own, is filled with opportunity.

Pus in the Urine 


Pus in the urine is a common find- 
ing, which points to’ trouble of some 
sort in the urinary tract.

this year compared with what we 
saw in 1948,” declares Mr. Waldrip. 
“We've made remarkable progress, but 
we still have a great deal to do before 
we fulfill our duty to the Lord in 
caring for our land. Most of all, we 
have seen the material and the spiritual 
benefits that have resulted.” 

The spiritual benefit is that Pastor 
Waldrip’s church now has a more dy- 
namic congregation. “People whose 
land is productive and who have a 
little money left over and above their 
basic needs take an alert interest 
in the life of their community, and 
that includes their church,” comments 
Mr. Waldrip. “On the other hand, 
people who are poor because of the 
impoverishment of their land lose 
their morale. They feel defeated and 
depressed. They shun people, and 
that, of course, means they shun their 
church.” 

For the material benefit of soil con- 
servation, Mr. Waldrip points to the 
new $115,000 First Baptist Church, 
built through gifts and contributions. 
Although the new church is but a 
year old, only about $20,000 remains 
to be paid on it. “There were no 
large gifts from wealthy people,” ex- 
plains Mr. Waldrip proudly. “But 
there were many people who cheerfully 
gave their mite.” 

Pastor Waldrip says, “Of course, it 
would be an exaggeration to say that 
all of this has come directly as a re-

sult of the conservation of our soil. 
Yet we realize that there is a very 
definite relationship between the 
church and the land.” 

The church is not the only thing 
that reflects the improvement that has 
come to Groesbeck and Limestone 
County. C. E. Gregory, a banker and 
a deacon in Pastor Waldrip’s church, 
says that bank deposits have increased 
right along with improvement of the 
land. Also, better farm-to-market 
roads have been built and other public 
improvements made. 

J. F. Jackson, another member of 
Mr. Waldrip’s church, will tell you 
how the livestock business has grown 
along with better pastures, and how 
the quality of the cattle in the coun- 
ty has improved. 

Reverend Waldrip has not given up 
his yearning to farm. In 1947 he pur- 
chased a 212-acre farm near Groes- 
beck. It was an eroded and depleted 
cotton farm that had not been cul- 
tivated since 1940. He immediately 
began a coordinated conservation pro- 
gram through the Limestone-Falls Soil 
Conservation District, and has’ made 
remarkable progress in converting the 
rundown old place into a productive 
farm. 

Needless to say, he plans to con- 
tinue the observance of Soil Steward- 
shin Sunday. “The earth is the 
Lord's,” he points out, “and we have 
but a stewardship of it.”

FTER attending a fine meeting of 

the Agricultural Workers 
Association at San Antonio, I drove 
over to Seguin to have a look at the 
Guadalupe County 4-H and FFA live- 
stock show. I found County Agent 
Bill M. Rector and his assistant, T. L. 
Steffens, busy with the 50 exhibitors, 
preparing their 117 head of high- 
quality livestock for showing. This is 
a county show where the dads and 
mothers take a hand and where ex- 
hibitors receive the same awards, ac- 
cording to the group in which their 
animals are placed. 


Texas 


@ While at Seguin I saw my old 
friend, Alfred Kist. Alfred is making 
his 64-acre farm produce to capacity 
through soil building, crop rotation, 
use of modern farm equipment, and 
the sale of feed crops through live- 
stock. Each year, he plants one-third 
of his farm in Hubam clover, one- 
third in cotton, and one-third in corn. 
By following this program, Alfred has 


increased his corn and cotton pro- 
duction 50 percent. “I'm aiming at 
100 bushels of corn per acre,” he said. 


He keeps 200 laying hens, four dairy 
cows, and two brood sows. Each year 
he feeds out about 30 hogs and five 
steers and finishes 800 broilers for 
market. Weldon Lawson, of Seguin, 
says he’s going to make more than a 
bale of cotton per acre when he com- 
pletes his legume program. 


@ Mrs. Bessie Long, Comal County 
home demonstration agent, told me 
that the 150 members of the cight 
home demonstration clubs of that 
county were very much interested in 
their new project, making flowers 
from discarded nylon hose These

@ In Burnet, as in other counties of 
the San Antonio trade territory, farm- 
ers and ranchmen hope that 1952 will 


not be a dry year like 1951. Many 
ranchmen believe that because of 
drouth conditions and the lack of 
green feed, the 1952 calf crop will 
be far below average Milam ft 
Gilcreast, Ellis M. Taylor, and Allen

It's back to school — with the sky as their roof — for 
many alert Texas county agents and Vo-Ag teachers 


By ELMER KELTON 


EXAS county agents and Voca- 

tional Agriculture teachers are 

going back to school to learn 
about grasses. But the school is not 
one with comfortable classrooms, 
desks, and blackboards on the walls. 
It is the open range, the mountains, 
the West Texas desert, the South 
Texas brush country. 

It is to nature’s classrooms that the 
Texas Extension Service will turn 
again this summer for its sixth an- 
nual range-management course on 
wheels. Much of the teaching will

not be done by college professors. 
It will be done by the ranchmen, the 
stock farmers, and experiment station 
heads whose places the students visit 
during the three-week course. 

The range-management course had 
its beginning about six years ago be- 
cause J. D. Prewit was worried. The 
associate director of the Texas Ex- 
tension Service realized that a major 
portion of the state remained in range 
land. Most Texas livestock was raised 
in pastures, not in cultivated fields. 
Yet, until Texas A&M College or- 
ganized its department of range and 
forestry in 1946, prospective county 
agents had received no specialized 
training in range management. 


A Right Step 

The new department was a step in 
the right direction. Most of the county 
agents’ knowledge of range problems 
was what they had gained from their 
own experience. Mr. Prewit asked 
what could be done about this. Dr. 
Vernon A. Young, head of 
the new department, sug- 
gested summer range schools 
for men already in the field. 
But the course should be 
given right on the range 
where its teachings later 


the state attended. They slept out- 
doors, ate campfire-cooked meals, and 
sat on the ground or on rough board 
benches for class work. The more 
technical subjects were given first, at 
the station. They included plant identi- 
fication and classification, study of 
range types, poisonous plants, brush 
control and eradication, and range 
economics. 

With these background subjects out 
of the way, the agents took to the 
road. They looked at ranches and 
stock farms in the Sonora area, at 
Fort Stockton, Alpine, and 
Marfa in far-West Texas. 
They asked the ranchmen 
their views on different 
subjects, the methods they 
used, and the reasons they 
used them. They visited 
all types of ranches. 

After finishing the 
course, many of the stu- 
dents used the information 
they gained by conducting 
range tours, field days, and 
grass-judging and evalua- 
tion contests. A few even 
set up range schools for 
ranchmen in their own 
counties. All were better 
able to handle individual 
problems that came to them from 
ranchmen and farmers in their county 
needing help. 


Program Expanded 


The summer course originally was 
designed for county agents. Nearly 
150 have taken it, all voluntarily. Now 
it has been broadened to include Voca- 
tional Agriculture teachers as well. 
Future courses also will include vet- 
erans instructors who are interested 
in this training. 

Dr. Young becomes more convinced 
of the value of these courses each 
year. “Actually, seeing the effects of 
good management and bad, studying 
the problems right out in the field, 
makes a more lasting impression than 
classroom instruction ever could,” he 
declares. And the results of the pro- 
gram back him up.

De-population Important in Disease 

Control 

After serious disease outbreaks, it 
is wise to move all birds from the 
premises, do a good clean-up job, rest 
the houses for two weeks, then move 
in other birds. Known as de-popula- 
tion, this is pretty severe, but it usually 
breaks the cycle of any disease. 

A large laying house with several 
pens experienced a fowl typhoid out- 
break. All hens were removed from 
the pens, but no cleaning was done. 
One day later some of the pens were 
filled with new chickens. Fifty percent 
of therm took typhoid. After a twelve- 
day rest period, hens were placed in 
the remainder of the pens. Not a one 
took typhoid, even though no pens 
were cleaned following the first out- 


break. The disease organisms just 
died. 
What Makes a Good Egg? 

Heredity or environment? Is breed- 


ing the most important in egg quality? 
Or is feeding and management the 
thing? Actually, both are important, 
but improved breeding must come 
ahead of good care and management. 

Blood and meat spots in eggs are 
definitely inherited. Families laying 
such eggs must be removed from the 
flock if the trouble is to be checked. 
Many R.O.P. breeders also have 
found that egg size and shell texture 
may be improved with breeding, al- 
though they admit that both can be 
affected by feed and hot weather. 
Likewise, these authorities have found 
that the amount of thick or thin albu- 
men or white in an egg can be 
governed by breeding. 

One breeder candles all eggs that are 
to be incubated. He incubates no eggs

The Best Litter for Growing Chicks? 


In making a choice of litter, one 
must consider litter cost, its availability 
when needed, ability to absorb mois- 
ture, and freedom from dust and 
disease organisms. Delaware research 
workers tried a dozen or more dif- 
ferent types of litter. Based on 
mortality, feed efficiency, rate of gain 
by the chicks and a number of other 
factors, these authorities rated the 
litter in the following order: 

Peanut shells, ground corncobs, peat 
moss, sugar cane fiber, sawdust, shav- 
ings, cottonseed hulls, cornstalks, min- 
eral rock, and sand. 


Water at $2 a Gallon 


If someone wanted to charge you 
$2 a gallon for water you, no doubt, 
would object. But water may be 
worth even more to poultry raisers. 
Eggs are two-thirds water and the 
body of a chicken is well over half 
water. Also, it takes an enormous 
amount of water to keep a chicken’'s 
body cool and to aid in the digestion of 
food. A group of Midwestern market- 
egg producers found that production 
was raised when more water fountains 
were added but no changes made in 
the feeding program. A leading South 
Texas broiler raiser cut production 
costs and thus raised his income two 
cents a pound by doubling his water 
fountain capacity. Water fountain 
capacity is ample only if every bird

What Washington Thinks

have their support levels sharply cut— 
cotton by about two cents a pound. 

The Young-Russell bill in the Sen- 
ate would extend the high parity for- 
mula two more years after 1953. The 
Farm Bureau proposes to drop parity 
for these four crops by five percent 
a year instead of all at once in 1954. 
A compromise is quite possible at a 
vearly cut of three percent. 

Unless the cotton and wheat blocs 
get together, there seems to be no 
chance in this session of raising cotton 


parity by changing the basic grade 
from 7/8 middlings to 15/16. This 
would raise parity by two to three 


cents a pound. 

Sentiment for price decontrol in 
some form is gaining strength on the 
Hill and in Administration 
Price controls seem sure to be con- 
tinued, but ceilings may be suspended 
in soft price areas. In others, the rec- 
ord-keeping and reporting may be 
cut out. 

Economy sentiment has ruled Con- 
gress so far. The first department 
budgets to run the gantlet in the 
House Committee were hacked beyond 
anyone's expectation 

The Department of Agriculture ap- 
propriation is having rough sledding. 
The Farm Bureau would cut virtually 
everything, but spend more for Ex- 
tension Service and research work. 
The Grange pattern of economy is 
different, but just as drastic. It would 
cut out ACP conservation payments 
entirely. The Farmers Union advo- 
cates just about the reverse, point by 
point, of what the Farm Bureau does. 

Economy drives have a way of fiz- 
zling out in the final showdown, The 
pressure groups get in their licks. 

A surgeon's knife instead of a meat 
axe is necded to make substantial sav- 
ings for taxpayers, but Congress 
hasn't learned the knack. The bu- 
reaucrats and pressure boys usually 
hold their own. 

Wheat exports won't be subsidized 
beyond 1952-53 unless a new world 
wheat agreement is reached and Con- 
gress okays it. International confer- 
ences started in London on April 15. 

Congress will balk at paying out 
75 cents a bushel in export subsidies 
after this year. It may be willing to 
pay out 25 to 50 cents a bushel—no 
more.

THE PARTY OF THE THIRD PART 


WE STRONGLY oppose strengthening 
and enlarging government controls over industry 
and agriculture. But sometimes we wonder if 
it is not time that a firmer stand be taken to settle 
the differences constantly arising between labor 
and capital. Under the present so-called bargain- 
ing plan, the public finds itself in the position of 
innocent bystander. Often the contracts signed 
by representatives of labor and capital give no 
consideration to the consumers who pay the bill. 

There must be two parties to a contract. There 
are occasions when the public should be consid- 
ered the party of the third part. It is a well-known 
principle of law that a contract against public 
interest is invalid. There are contracts now in 
force that may be technically within the law but 
morally are against public interest, inasmuch as 
they place a further load on the overburdened 
consumers. Any contract that materially encour- 
ages further inflation and increases the cost of 
living is against public interest. 

Strikes due to misunderstanding or purely 
selfish motives slow down production and in- 
crease living costs for everybody. Strikes also 
reduce the amount of taxes collected by the gov- 
ernment. Losses sustained by business run into 
many millions of dollars. Losses sustained by 
labor, including the loss of wages by labor not 
directly a part of the strike, amount to an almost 
incalculable figure. The need for some method 
of bringing about an equitable and lasting peace 
between capital and labor in this country never 
was more urgent. 


CARRYING COALS TO NEWCASTLE 


“Like carrying coals to Newcastle,” is 
an expression we often hear. Newcastle once 
was a great coal-mining center in England. 

Today not only Newcastle but all England 
woula welcome a few cargoes of foreign coal. 
Formerly coal was an export product which 
brought important revenue to England. There yet 
remains a vast tonnage of coal underground, but 
there is not enough on top of the ground to supply 
the needs of industry and keep homes warm. 

“Socialism in action,” might be a good term to 
apply to England's present coal situation. Con- 
fiscatory taxes prevented mine owners from equip- 
ping with laborsaving machinery. And the re- 
luctance of miners to use what modern equip- 

. ment was supplied helped pave the way for gov- 
ernment ownership. Government operation of 
the coal mines has not improved the situation. 
The failure of government ownership in Eu- 
rope should prove a warning to America. Many 
citizens thoughtlessly sponsor the move for the 
government to own public utilities. Considerable 
progress has been made in that direction. High 
taxes plus ever-tightening controls are discourag-

ing investments in productive enterprises. Often 
not enough money is left for expansion or for 
the replacement of worn-out equipment. Eventu- 
ally conditions will be ripe for the government 
to take over. 

The strength of this nation is the result of 
our free enterprise system. No political party or 
other group should be permitted to destroy it. 


EDUCATION IN GOOD CITIZENSHIP 


Tuis is the age of specialization. No other 
country in the world is as well equipped as the 
United States with technical schools which give 
to the students scientific know-how in their spe- 
cial lines. But do students leave these universi- 
ties with a complete understanding of thejr rela- 
tions to the industries which employ them? Do 
they appreciate the fact that our economic system 
of free enterprise has made possible their liberal 
education and provides the opportunity for them 
to put into practice their knowledge? 

Benjamin Fine, noted educational editor of 
The New York Times, recently wrote: “There is 
urgent need to give students fundamental courses 
in American institutions. They should be taught 
what democracy means, what our way of life is, 
and why it must be preserved. It is high time, too, 
that our colleges offered technical students—as 
indeed to students in any other branch—real 
down-to-earth courses on what the American free 
enterprise system is, how it works, and why it 
must be defended.”

TYPICAL COLLEGE DEBATE TOPICS 


“Don’t be surprised if Johnny and Mary 
come home from college talking about the in- 
evitable destruction of capitalism. College text- 
books have taught the doctrine of collectivism 
for twenty-five years.” Thus spoke Clarence 
Manion, Dean of the College of Law, Notre Dame 
University, in a recent address. Dean Manion 
said that it has been his observation that college 
debates invariably involve the question of gov- 
ernment expansion. For example: 

“Resolved that the government institute per- 
manent price controls.” “Resolved that all non- 
agricultural industries be under government own- 
ership.” 

Dean Manion is a firm believer in all the 
freedoms guaranteed by the Constitution. He 
believes that big government means little people. 
“When the state swells, the people shrink,” he says. 

Manifestly, the Dean’s attack on the character 
of teaching in our colleges does not apply to 
all institutions. But in colleges and universities 
employing a large staff of professors and in- 
structors, there always will be found some who 
are carried away with the beautiful and fine-spun 
theories of equal compensation for every indi- 
vidual without regard to his qualifications. 

These people do convert some to their theory 
that capitalism is outmoded and that we are about 
to enter a Utopian period in which the individual 
citizen will enjoy life without shouldering re- 
sponsibility. But, fortunately, there still are mil- 
lions of citizens who believe otherwise and who 
will vote and work to maintain that form of gov- 
ernment which encourages initiative and freedom 
of enterprise. 





Someone has suggested that we have a 
“Week of Quiet”—a week in which everyone 
can attend to business without being propa- 
gandized to eat more eggs or spinach or drink 
more milk, Some of us can remember when 
we had an “Eat-More-Meat Week.” ‘Chat week 
has been removed from the kitchen calendar.
